Potter, who recommended the meas- 
ures tc the traffic safety commission, 
said that agreement with the Willow 
road property owner will be reached | 

after City Manager C. L. Longson 
returns to the city late this week. 
The City Manager is currently at- 
tending a conference of the League 
of California Cities in San Francis- 
co. 

The traffic safety commission, 
which studied the problem at Wil- 
low school, also recommended that 
a fence be placed across a path 
formerly used by pupiis entering 
ard leaving the school crounds. 

When final agreement is reached, 
Potter explained, children, enter- 
ing cr leaving the school grounds 
will be allowed toa walk through a 
portion of a parking lot in front of 
the store at the Willow road-Gilbert 
street intersection, thus making it 
unnecessary for them to walk along 
Willow road at a point where drivers’ 
visability is limited,-Potter said.

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35 MPH Speed Limit 
Set on Micdlefield 


A speed limit of 35 miles per hour, 
to become effective as soon as signs 
are placed, has been set for Middle- 
ficid read between San Francisquito 
creek and Ringwocd road. 

The new speed limit, approved by 
the city council last week, is design- 
ed to iower speed on: the approaches 
to Menlc-Atherton high school. A 
85 miles per hour speed limit has 
been in effect for the Atherton por- 
tion of the theroughfare for the past 
two years. 

The new speed limit for the Menlo 
Park porticn of the road was rec- 
ommended by the city’s traffic 
safety commission, whose attention 
was called to the need by Police 
Chief George Potter. 


NO COMPLAINTS 

There have been no complaints up 
to the present time, Chief. Potter 
said but the new speed limit is de- 
signed to forestall them as well as 
possible accidents. 

The signs to be placed will be of 
standard size rather than the large 
size such as used facing E] Camino 
Real at the southern city limits. 

Atherton Palice Chief Leroy 
Hubbard said yesterday that police 
have thus far had “no trouble” 
controlliins traffic in the vicinity 
ef the school. 

He pointed cut that according to 
the state vehicle code, speed limit 
past any school is 15 miles per hour 
when students are entering or leav- 
ing the school grounds of a school 
yard adjacent to the street. 


OTHER TIMES 

At other times, the speed limit on 
the portion of Middlefield road ad- 
jacent to the school will be the same 
as for other parts of the street— 
that is, 35. miles per hour. 

Hubbard added that no complaints 
concerning speeders near the school 
have been received from Atherton 
residents.

Costs of developing the 8%-acre 
C@ak Knoll school site are running 
higher than anticipated and final 
plans for disposing of water which 
flows across the property in winter 
have not yet been completed, Menlo 
Park school district trustees learned 
last week. 

Reporting on progress of develop- 
ment of the site, Architect -Kings- 
ford Jones said that he is now work- 
ing with officers of the Peninsula 
Pacific Construction company, de- 
velopers of an adjoining parcel of 
land, with a view to final disposi- 
tien cf the water. Preparing the land 
for drainage is one of the major 
reasons for the higher cost of de- 
velopment, Jones said. 

The land to be developed by the 
construction company lies between 
the school site and San Francisquito 
creek, into which the water must 
eventually flow.

Menlo Park’s teen-agers can be proud of themselves. 

On Aug. 16 plans to form a teen-agers’ club, under the 
sponsorship of the city recreation commission, were announced. 
In less than two months those plans have led to a strong or- 
ganization, run by the teen-agers themselves and providing 
a lot of fun for a lot of young people. 

The first Saturday night gathering on Aug. 24 — with 
games, soft drinks, and dancing to recorded music—drew an 
attendance of about 70. Oct. 6 saw 210 present. Last Sat- 
urday there were 320. 

That is a fast start, and it proves that Menlo Park’s teens 
can take care of themselves. 

The gangs of “‘hot-rod’’ punks that plague communities 
all over the nation are the result, sociologists tell us, of in- 
security, broken homes and a world in chaos. These young- 
sters are so unsure of themselves that they have to prove they 
are “‘big, strong men” by tearing down what others have built 
up. We have seen examples of this in neighboring Peninsula 
towns, and it is a discouraging sight. 


What these gangs do not realize is that any punk can! when afl groups meet together, for 


destroy; it takes a big person to build. 
Menlo Park’s teen-agers are building somethirig, and doing 
a good job of it. More power to them. 


|\Can We Help? 


The teens have formed their own organization. But there 
fare things parents and other interested citizens can—and 
| must—do to help without butting in. Brad Steiger, chairman 
| of the young steering committee for the project, has called 
for more adult patrons and sponsors. That should be a pleasure 
as well as a worthwhile job. Anyone interested should call 
the recreation department at DA 2-1727. 

For the longer view, the city should think about providing 
more adequate quarters for the teen-agers. The recreation 
| rooms of the civic center are fast becoming too small. 

The city has plenty of land in the Burgess Park area. We 
would like to see a building on a piece of that land, built 
perhaps by popular subscription, a building dedicated to the 
F youth of this community where they could have a place of 
their own. 

They have proved they can build an organization. Let us 
older folk build them a place where that organization can 
| become a proud, permanent part of Menlo Park. .

Q. How can I remove stains on a 
-silk garment that are the result: of 
spilled water? : .

Tulips are 
the only ones that can easily wait 
until. November. 


There will be no let-up of aphids % 


Spray 
them with a nicotine sulphate and 
soap solution.
